Sun Francisco, Cal., August .'ll.— President Thomas 

H. Williams nf the New California Jockey Club 
lias made public tile conditions of the twelve stakes 
that will be run during the coming winter season of 
racing at Oakland track. The stakes are all of 
the guaranteed type and range from .$ 1,000 to $2. at Ml, 
most of them carrying $1,200 and $1,300 values. 
The list is made up of eight handicaps, two selling 
stakes, the Waterhouse Cup and the California 
Derby. The latter carries the maximum value of 
$2..‘,oO and will be decided on Washington’s Birth- 
day, as usual. The Opening Handicap, the Thanks- 
giving Handicap, the Crocker Selling Stakes, the 
Christmas Handicap, the New Year Handicap, the 

I. issak Handicap, the Andrew Selling Stakes and the 
Palace Hotel Handicap are other popular fixtures 
figuring prominently in the annals of Pacific coast 
racing that will be renewed. With a proper re- 
sponse from the horsemen, the re-establishment of 
these lime honored stakes will do much to help 
along the rehabilitation of racing in California and 
tile restoration of the prestige and popularity of 
the turf on the const.

Louisville, Ky., August .‘51. — Smart work marked 
pome of the juvenile trials at Churchill Downs to- 
day. George .1. Long, tip* Louisville member of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission, was out to 
consul t trainer Coyne as to entries for the Lexing- 
ton and Louisville stakes, which close today, and 
incidentally to see the trials of several of his year- 
lings that trainer Coyne is handling. The bay colt 
li.v Sir Huon — Kinda. and a half-brother to Sir 
Cleges, worked a quarter in 25. while the bay colt 
by Batts — Watonia and the brown colt by Alveseot 
—Madeline went a quarter that was timed by .Mr. 
Jamg and trainer Coyne in 24, and which was caught 
by some of the trainers as fast as 2:5*. 

Shelby West did some smart work with a trio of 
.T. B. Newman’s two-year-olds. Spalding, a Ken- 
tucky Derby candidate of 1911. worked u quarter 
in 24 pulled up. and impressed horsemen greatly, 
owing to the fact that he resembles no little his 
grnudsire. the mighty Hanover. Trainer West also 
worked the chestnut filly by Kidelio — Miss Jackson 
and a brown filly br The Elector. The first named 
went three-eighths in :tt>$ . the first quarter in 2:5$, 
while the latter worked three-eighths in .’57. Both 
are entered for the Golden Rod Stakes here this 
fall. 

Kd MeCloskey arrived today with ills Scottsburg 
winner, Sandy Hill, but lie is here only temporarily, 
as he goes next week to Mayfield. Ky.. where they 
liitug iqi a $4<M> purse as the chief attraction. Willie 
Brannon, who rode the son of Bute at Seottsburg, 
will go over to Mayfield to ride the horse for Mr. 
MeCloskey. Sandy Hill will be returned here to 
run at the stale fair races as well as at the coining 
meeting at Churchill Downs. lie is credited with 
being an improved horse. Mayfield is planning to 
liave quite a pretentious lot of racing next week. 
Several of (tie trotting events having failed to till, 
running races will take tlieir place. It is figured 
Hint during the week ten or more races will lie run. 
They are also preparing to introduce the pari-mutuel 
form of betting. 

The entries which closed here today for the ten 
stakes to tie run at the fall meeting will easily 
total over 300. an average of from thirty to tliirtv- 
live )>er race. Iji to this morning 250 nominations 
had been received by Secretary Davis and the mails 
will continue to bring in other nominations until the 
end of the week. 

LAT0NIA AUTUMN STAKES TO CLOSE. 

To admirers of the t horoughhi ed it is pleasing to 
note that Kentucky autumn racing has been given 
added dignity and importance by the institution of 
stake races to he run at the approaching Lexington. 
Louisville and Latonin meetings. Heretofore the 
fall racing at those points lias been for purses only. 
The general public is much disposed to take tilings 
at their apparent face value and could not be 
idanied for appraising such meetings at the low 
standard i.f importance attached to them liy tlieir 
own officials ai.d managers. People who are fond 
of racing will Is 1 sure to note and appreciate the 
higher standard now established and it is not unsafe 
to predict that the clubs will all be well repaid for 
tlieir enterprise in increased receipts. 

The La Ionia Jockey t’lub’s contribution to the now 
movement is in the form of eight stakes to close 
for entries at midnight of Saturday. September 3. 
1910. They are all of tjic guaranteed value style 
and under the conditions now governing racing should 
appeal strongly to owners and lie awarded generous 
juitroiiage.

CLIFF EDGE WINS PURSE AT WINDSOR UNDER 
SENSATIONAL CONDITIONS. 



Saratoga, N. Y., August 31. — Novelty stamped 
himself the best two-year-old of 1910 when he was 
winner of the Futurity Stakes of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club, which was run today for the first time 
in its history over the course of the Saratoga Asso- 
ciation by special arrangement on account of the 
premature closing of the eastern racing season with 
Hie running of today’s card. The race was worth 
$34,480 gross and of tills amount $25,300 goes to 
S. C. Hildreth, owner of the winner. Kashti. tin* 
filly for which Harry Payne Whitney paid the New- 
castle Stable $30,000 recently, was second, earning 
$3,250 and Love-Net. recently purchased from James 
It. Keene by E. R. Bradley, earned $1,750 when 
she rap third. James It. Keene received $2,500 as 
the breeder of the first and third horses, whose 
dams. Curiosity and True love, he had nominated for 
the race. 

Novelty’s victory not only settled the question ns 
to his supremacy among the American two-year-olds 
of the present season, but it had the effect of ad- 
vancing his sire. Kingston, to the head of the list 
of American stallions for 1910 to date in amount of 
money earned by tlieir progeny. It also increased 
S. O. Hildreth’s stable winnings for 1910 to $146,085, 
a truly magnificent showing considering the present 
condition of the American turf. That Novelty is a 
star of the first magnitude there can be no question, 
and it is evident that he will be a fitting successor 
to his illustrious stable companions. Fit* Hertiert 
and Dalmatian. His winnings to date aggregate tlie 
splendid total of $72,630. which assures him the 
honor and distinction of first place among the 
money-winning thoroughbreds of this year in 
America. 

Never in the history of racing in Saratoga has 
there been such a crowd on the picturesque old track 
as that which cheered Novelty to victory, it was a 
crowd of enthusiasts and as the field swept through 
the stretch there was a mighty roar that continued 
until the last horse had passed the winning post. On 
the return of the sturdy little champion to the scales 
lie was given an ovation and it is doubtful if there 
ever was a winner of this the most coveted of all 
twuwcui-old races that was more heartily acclaimed 
after he had won. It was a race worthy of the best 
traditions of the Futurity and was won by a colt 
that by Ills previous heroic deeds had made himself 
the most popular horse that raced during the long 
Saratoga meeting. 

While the Futurity lias been a richer stake in the 
more prosperous years of racing, it has lost none 
of its value to real sportsmen who place the posses- 
sion of a good horse above the value of the purses 
they may win and who delight in a struggle for the 
glory of conquest. Under the conditions of the sale, 
when Mr. Hildreth purchased Novelty from John 
E. Madden at Belmont Park in the spring. Mr. 
.Madden retained a half interest in any possible Fu- 
turity winnings. All through the racing season here 
Novelty has steadily worked his way to the top of 
the two-year-old division and his defeat of Basliti 
in the last and best stake of the season left none 
to oppose his claim to the title of champion of the 
year. Basliti was beaten, but not disgraced. She 
was the victim of a bit of hard luck right at the 
start and to race into second place she easily demon- 
strated that she is the best filly of the year and a 
worthy American representative to try for tlie Ep 
som Oaks next season, the race that induced II. I\ 



Whitney to pay for her the record price of $30,000 
in the sales ring. 

There were twelve that went to the post and 
opinion was pretty evenly divided between Basliti 
and Novelty, which had for a running mate Zeus, 
a recent purchase of Mr. Hildreth. Several of the 
others were fancied, but they were all at much 
longer prices and Iron Mask, the sole starter under 
the white and blue spots of James R. Keene, was 
at a long price. While on the way to the post Love- 
Not broke away from jockey Reid and before she 
could bo pulled up she had run off for half a mile. 
1’liis caused a long delay and it was twelve minutes 
before starter Cassidy had an alignment to bis lik 
ing. Rockville. John Sanford’s starter, was first to 
show out of thi“ hunch, with Blackfoot. hearing the 
silks of F. It. Hitchcock, second and Novelty third. 
Isive-Not was in close attendance and Reid rushed 
tier through on the rail and at the end of the first 
furlong she was the one to show the way. Shilling 
had Novelty in second place and the others were 
closely hunched. Zeus, stablemate of Novelty, was 
last to leave the barrier and Nausbou was next to 
last, while Basliti had been bumped right after the 
start by Rockville and knocked back. 

Love-Not continued to set tlie pace until well into 
the stretch, tint Shilling had not called on Novelty 
and easily held second imsition. Nearing the fur- 
long isist .he shook Ids whip at the son of Kingston 
and Curiosity. The colt came on cheerfully, quickly 
raced by Love-Not and went into a lead of some- 
tiling more than a length. From there to the finish 
Shilling rode him smartly to make victory certain 
and at tlie end he hud a winning margin of a length. 
Basliti. after her bad luck at the start, came with 
a determined rush at the end and easily disposed of 
Love-Not for second place, while the others 
were strung out, with Bouncer the one to pull up 
last. 

Before coining to Saratoga Novelty demonstrated 
on various occasions that he was a good colt, but it 
was not generally considered that he had much chance 
In the Futurity until lie had proved his high class 
liv his victories in the Saratoga Special and tlie 
Hopeful. Ho is easily the hugest money-winning 
horse of the season and Mr. Hildreth announced after 
the running of the Futurity that he would retire the 
colt for the year. 

The Futurity, of course, was tlie one big race of 
the day. though there was plenty of interest in the 
other races. Unfortunately, tlie steeplechase re- 
sulted in a walk-over, the first of the season, when 
Ilylda. Liberty Lass and Jesuit all scratched away 
from Thomas Hitchcock, Jr.’s Stoure. Tlie latter 
was ridden to tlie post by jockey Lynch and was not 
required to go over tlie course. 

August Belmont’s Priscillian was winner of the 
opening dash and Hampton Court won the third race 
easily for S. C. Hildreth. 

Ocean Bound reduced the track record one-fifth of 
a second when she won the mile handicap easily in 
1:37* and at the end of tlie program Belfast was 
winner over a big field of maidens for H. I*. Ihtr- 
yea. I'riscillian, in winning the opening race, re- 
duced the track record for seven-eighths of a mile 
from 1:24* to 1:24$. 

All in all. it was a day that provided a most 
fitting finale to the eastern racing season of 1910 
and it may truly lie said that the end came in the 
proverbial blaze of glory.

It is said that Yeager will be denied 
admission to the other tracks under the jurisdiction 
of tlie Canadian Racing Associations.

BLUE BONNETS TRACK IN GOOD SHAPE. 

Montreal. Que.. August 31. — The racing committee 
of the Montreal Jockey Club lias made the allotment 
of stalls for the fall meeting from September lrt to 
17. Notices have Iteen sent out to horsemen advising 
them of their lieing given stabling accommodations. 
Every stall at the course and within convenient dis- 
tance will be occupied for tills meeting. Word was 
received here today that the first shipment of horses 
will be made from Saratoga Thursday. The steeple- 
chase course lias received attention and the jumps 
are now the widest of any on the Canadian circuit, 
being sixtv-foiir' feet between the wings. This will 
obviate crowding at the jumps. Tlie track is fast, 
as shown by the work-outs of tlie locally-owned 
horses that will start in the King’s Plate on opening 
day. 



Refuses to Break with Others of His Field, but la 
Sent After Them and Scores— Second 

Horse Is Disqualified. _ 



Detroit, Mich., August 31. — Richard E. Watkins’ 
Clifford colt. Cliff Edge, figured in another remark- 
aide exhibition at the Windsor track this afternoon 
when he beat a good hand of handicap horses after 
lieing virtually left standing flat footed at the post. 
It takes a pretty good sort of a horse to win from 
any sort of company tinder similar conditions anil 
the fact that Cliff Edge beat the good lot he did 
this afternoon makes his race stand out as the liest 
witnessed over any of the Canadian tracks this 
summer. 

Cliff Edge was favorite, was ridden by Lang and 
came in for strong suiqiort. He was standing 
straight when the barrier was released, but propped 
when the others left the post. One of the assistant 
starters struck him with |iis whip and Lang went 
after the others In what looked to be a hopeless 
chase. He was a distant trailer rounding the first 
turn and not until after they had gone three-quarters 
• if a mile did lie loom as a contender. I.ang took 
tlie outside route with him and in tlie stretch, where 
lie caught Fort Johnson, the latter bore out and 
carried Cliff Edge to the outside fence. Cliff Edge 
finished with bulldog courage and just succeeded in 
poking his nose In front iu the final strides. The 
outcome of tlie race was greeted with much ap- 
plause. Wilson, who rode Fort Johnson, was promptly 
called into the stand after he had dismounted and 
Fort Johnson was speedily disqualified for fouling 
tlie winner. The change in placing gave second 
money to Tom Hayward and moved Tony llonero into 
third position. Wilson was told not to accept any 
more mounts at the meeting aside from those of his 
employer. Forrest Rose. 

J. W. Fuller put another good tiling over today in 
General Marehuiont, a horse that he transferred to 
1’. J. Malone this morning. General Marchmont 
beat a good band of sprinters in the fifth race, 
which he won in runaway fashion. 

The Schorr stable* scored their usual daily victory 
when 1’lanutess won the seventh race. With a com- 
petent rider on Responsful tlie Memphis turfman 
would have been credited with a double. Tlie ap- 
prentice Cole gave Responsful a bungling ride and 
after getting cut off several times finished third in 
a race that he should have won easily. 

Lady Ormicant scored under Francis J. Pons’ 
colors in the second race and her owner was forced 
to stand a boost of $390 to retain the filly. 

Bookmaker Sidney Cohen was responsible for the 
run-up. Last winter at Jacksonville Cohen was 
fined $200 by the judges for criticising their ac- 
tions. Today’s run-up was In retaliation. 

The bay gelding Cumberland, earded to start In 
the opening race this afternoon, was burned to death 
ill a fire at one of the stables outside the grounds 
last night. 

Jockey Stanley Davis was an arrival from Saratoga 
this morning. He will ride the liorses trained by 
John Powers for the balance of the season on the 
Canadian circuit. 

Henry Weimhoff and Edward Alvcy arrived this 
morning from Saratoga and will remain for the rest 
of tin* meeting. 

Charles O. Smith, who is Interested in the pro- 
posed meeting to he given at the Marllmro track in 
Maryland, was also an arrival. The two-year-old 
Louis Des Cognets was jumped on and cut down in 
liis race yesterday and was excused from starting 
t li is afternoon by tlie judges. 

J. L. Dempsey, the turf correspondent, on arrival 
here today from Chicago, was advised by telegraph 
that racing at Hawthorne track. Chicago, would in* 
resumed on Labor Day and would continue up to and 
including Saturday. September 11. Those having 
tlie racing in charge requested Mr. Dempsey to 
solicit horsemen to ship their stables to engage in 
tin* contemplated meeting. The advices were also 
to the effect that six races would be given daily 
and that steepleehasing would tie featured. The 
purses will range in value from $250 to $400. Many 
prominent horsemen are anxious to witness a revival 
of Chicago racing and a number of owners are only 
awaiting more definite information regarding the 
project before shipping. Among those who have 
signified tlieir intention nf sending liorses to Haw- 
thorne are T. I’.
